The above facts are taken from 


Congressional Record and are indisputa- 
ble. It will be observed that the num- 
ber of Republicans for silver in 1890 
in the House is 30; the highest number 
since is 23, which number has varied 
from 7,11 and 15, till 1893 when it set- 
tled down to 13. This record shows 
that the Republicans in Congress dur- 
ing the above period cast 781 votes 
against silver and 117 for it, or in other 
words, take the aggregate votes for and 
against silver and we find that only 13 
per cent voted for silver. This 13 per 
cent came not from that section of the 
country which shapes the policy of the

Those who repealed the purchase clause 
of the Sherman Act; the agitation of 
which induced the closing of the mints 
to silver in India; the two acts taken 
together, cut the price of the white 
metal down twenty cents an ounce. 


Had the Republicans in Congress 


anything to do with the repeal of that 
clause? To their shame be it said: yes, 
they furnished the larger quota of 
votes. 


In trying to score a point against the 


free traders, Mr. Harrison compared 
the protective tariff to a fence that 
keeps hungry, strange cattle out of our 
pasture. But how much benefit do our 
cattle derive from the fenced in pasture 
if they are muzzled so they cannot eat 
the grass, but in their unapeased hunger 
trample and destroy what would other- 
wise afford them sustenance ? and yet 
is that applicable to the status the de- 
monetization of silver has put us into, 
and what we are in now, since the re- 
peal of the silver purchase clause of 
the Sherman act ?

All his talk about keeping silver at 


par by so doing is only paralelled and 
exposed by Mr. Carlisle's going him 
" one better," first by refusing to coin 
the seigniorage, alleging that it would 
be dishonorable and illegal to author- 
ize it by law, and afterwards to coin 
the same without any law, which only 
proves these two men to be twins, no 
matter who their parents are. Mr. 
Harrison said some more things per- 
tinent to our situation. He said: 


" But there has in the last two years 


entered into this discussion the most 
eloquent and forceful speaker that ever 
addressed an audience — an orator who 
has more power to move men than any 
other — that orator is experience." 


It is to be hoped that all our fellow 


citizens in this and the other silver 
States will remember their experience 
of the last two years or more, and give 
to those who are in any way responsible 
therefor a good chance to learn by ex- 
perience that which they do not seem 
to realize while they occupy a seat in 
the halls of Congress. Under this head 
come all such as talk in favor of silver 
at home and vote with either of the old 
parties in Congress that deferred re- 
monetization when such party was in 
full power to accomplish it.

September 5, 1SO4 


The Silver party of Nevada, in Con- 


vention assembled, at Carson City, on 
the 4th day of September, 1894, declare 
that plattorms should assert cardinal 
principles of political faith concerning 
questions of political interest of pres- 
ent moment without equivocation or 
evafaidto. 
\\e hold that history has 


demonstrated that these principles are 
fight and equitable, and their observ- 
ance necessary to secure the welfare 
and individual happiness for which 
this Government was established. 


SILVER. 


We deny the right or authority of the 


Government of the United States to 
pas^ any law restricting or abridging 
tho privilege of any citizen to the free 
coinage of silver into standard money 
at the le^al ratio of 10 to 1, independent 
of any other nation, and we demand 
the repeal of all laws denying or abridg- 
ing that right 


We assert that any law denying or 


abridging the right of free coinage of 
gold and silver into standard money at 
the legal ratio of 16 to 1, independent 
of any other nation, is a denial of tho 
sovereignty of the people of the United 
States as a nation and independent 
State, and a law in restraint and 
abridgment of production and com- 
merce. 


We assert that from 3861 to 1804, in- 


clusive, a period of 34 years last past, 
the Democratic party and the Repub- 
lican party have made and adminis- 
tered the law of this nation; that that 
period has been characterized as one of 
uninterrupted bountiful harvests and 
bountiful production from all our nat- 
ural resources and that our people 
have made unparalleled advances in 
skill, in every branch of manufacture 
and artisanship, that the period has 
been one of general health, and not- 
withstanding the civil war, a period of 
unparalleled prosperity from 1861 down 
to 1873. In 1873 the Republican party 
passed laws in the restraint of the coin- 
age of money, denying mintage to sil- 
ver, the money we need iu the pocket 
of every citizen and till of every store. 
The decadence of silver has been 
steady, gradual and unrelenting as the 
grip of the gold standard of money bas 
closed around our industries and labor 
and the price of every production of 
labor, by forest, field, mine and manu- 
facture, have fallen parallel with the 
decadence of • silver; which is to-day 
worth less than 50 percent of its stand- 
ard coinage value at the legal ratio of 
16 to 1. 


Three millions of our people are 


without the comforts and decencies of 
life, every industry in our nation is re- 
strained, pinched and dwarfed by the 
demonetization of silver to the great 
injury of every laborer, producer and 
tradesman in the nation. 


The volume of money in circulation 


should be epeedily increased and al- 
ways be fully adequate for the require- 
ments of business. That all money 
should be a legal tender for all debts 
both public and private. 
That no 


money should exist except such as is 
issued directly by the National Govern- 
ment, and nothing should be money 
except gold, silver and Government 
paper. 
- We favor the redemption of Govern- 
ment bonds and a prohibition of any 
farther issue thereof in time of peace. 
We demand the abolition of National 
banks. 


BAILBOADS AND TELEGRAPHS, 


We demand the collection of the in- 
debtedness of the Pacific railway com- 
panies to the United States as it ma- 
tures without any extension of time 
or change of terms or conditions. 
A public office is a public trust. No 
person or party should be trusted who 
has once violated that trust. Every 
citizen should contribute^ to the snp- 


the necessity of good government, but 
no Government should augment this 
burden or enlarge its necessities by UB- 
neoessary, needless interest bearing 
debts making useless expenditures, or 
by falling to promptly collect what is 
justly due it, whether it be a loau, a 
tax or a tariff. No grant should be 
made of public property for any other 
than a public purpose, and it is the 
duty of the Government to securer 
to 
the public the enjoyment 
of 


the benefit which was the consideration 
of the grant or declare it, forfeited. 


We demand the Government owner- 


ship of telegraph lines and Govern- 
ment subsidized railroads. 


We demand the enforcement of the 


Interstate Commerce Act everywhere. 


LABOR. 


We demand that 110 law Btmll ever be 


enacted restraining or abridging the 
development of our natural resources 
and we guarantee to tho people free- 
dom of pursuit and the inalienable 
right to enjoy the fall value of all the 
property that tLeir labor produces. We 
lold it as one of the truisms of human 
existence and modern progress and 
enterprise, that capital 
uiid 
labor 


should go hand in band in the general 
advancement, happiness and good of 
this great commonwealth. Therefore 
we claim that capital and labor should 
stand on au equal footing before the 
law, and that the laborer should always 
receive a fair compensation for a fair 
day's work. That both capital and labor 
aave the legal and unquestionable 
right to organize for mutual protection 
and self-preservation. 


We believe that a National and a State 


Board of Labor Commissioners should 
be created by law and made elective by 
the people to whom all questions in 
dispute between capital 
and 
labor 


should be referred and that both parties 
concerned be compelled to arbitrate 
and that the decision of such Board of 
Labor Commissioners be final and 
binding alike on the employer and em- 
ployes. 
OBEDIENCE TO THE LA.WS REQUIRED BY ALL. 


We denounce the criminal suspens- 


ion of the laws of Congress by the 
President, such as the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman Silver Bullion 
Purchasing Act, the Geary Act provid 
ing for the deportation of unregistered 
Chinese, when its constitutionality has 
been affirmed by the Supreme Court 
and his neglect and refusal to enforce 
the Anti-trust and Interstate Com- 
merce Acts against wealthy offenders 


ELECTIVE ERANCHISE. 


We denounce the purchase and sale 


of the Elective Franchise as destructive 
of our liberties and treason to our Gov- 
ernment. We demand the disfranchise- 
ment of both parties to the crime, anc 
the punishment of the purchaser by 
fine and imprisonment. The franchise 
once sold shall be gone forever 


LOTTERIES. 


The establishment of a lottery in 


this State would be a blot upon the 
people and would result in financia? 
and moral degradation. Therefore, in 
the language of our Constitution, " No 
lottery shall be authorized by this 
State, nor shall the sale of lottery 
tickets be allowed." We condemn in 
equal terms all Legislatures of this 
State which have attempted to legislati 
or authorize lotteries or the sale o 
lottery tickets
